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City Council Clears Docket 
To Take Up 1964-65 Budget

City Council, in an effort to conclude its Monday night meeting 
by 10 p.m., discussed the most urgent items and tabled others until 
their next meeting which will be held on June 18, thus clearing the 
way for concentrated work on the 1964-65 budget. 

the high price faced by guests of 
Greenbelters. Prices will be an¬ 
nounced later by the city. 

Charles A. Kiddy presented 2 pe¬ 
titions on behalf of the Woodland 
Hills Cooperative. One requested 
that Greenhill be extended to Hill¬ 
side Road. Kiddy stated that the ac¬ 
cess is needed urgently in the in¬ 
terest of fire and rescue work. It 
was also requested that police crack 
down on speeders using Northway. 
The second petition urged construc¬ 
tion of walkways from Woodland 
Hills to Lakewood and to Crescent 
Road. 

In answer, City Manager James K. 
Giese stated that street construc¬ 
tion on Greenhill Road was in the 
proposed Capital Improvements in 
the 1966-67 Budget Pathways, he 
said, were being constructed in that 
area. A fourth bridge will be built 
over the drainage canal between 
Northway and Lakewood, strong 
enough to hold a Public Works 
truck. There are no immediate 
plans for the construction of any 
walkways in that area. 

Council instructed ^Manager Giese 
to grant permission to build a 
temporary road near the end of 
Ridge Road (the site of the pro¬ 
posed Lakeside North apartment:) 
if the builder would provide a Per¬ 
formance Bond to insure that the 
developer would provide funds to 
construct a proper roadway if the 
city so desires in the future. 

A letter was read from Robert 
Scholten, owner of Bob and Fran’s 
Carry Out in the Center, which re¬ 
quested permission to install appro¬ 
priate fixtures for a sidewalk cafe 
in front of the store. The letter 
promised to provide adequate light¬ 
ing at night with the store owner 
taking full responsibility for the 
safety and sanitary condition of the 
area. Council placed the matter on 
the agenda for the next meeting. 

There was also a letter read from 
a new group, Cooperative Elderly 
Housing. They requested rezoning 
of a plot of land situated on Cres-‘ 
cent between St. Hugh’s school and 
the PEPCO sub-station. The letter 
state that, if the area could be re¬ 
zoned to R-18, the group would like 
to purchase the land in order to 
construct a senior citizens coopera¬ 
tive housing development contain¬ 
ing a four-story elevator building. 
Council decided not to consider sale 
of the land until the proper zoning 
could be obtained. 

At this point the only citizen at¬ 
tending the meeting asked “why 
should these same people who ap¬ 
parently seem to be so much op¬ 
posed to high rise apartments, be 
proposing a four story building, 
even closer to the residential part 
of the city”? 

A letter of complaint was read 
from a man who commutes from 
Mitchellville to Silver Spring, by 
way of Glendale Road and Route 
193, who stated that during the last 
3 weeks the situation at the inter¬ 
section of Southway and Greenbelt 
Road has become “intolerable”. He 
blamed this on the placement of a 
police officer in that location. 

Charles Kiddy, President of 
Woodway Community Development, 
Inc., a cooperative in Woodland 
Hills, read a letter mentioning the 
Preliminary Master Plan for Col¬ 
lege Park, Greenbelt and vicinity, 
presented to the public recently by 
the MNCP&PC. The letter ex¬ 
pressed the group’s dissatisfaction 
with the proposal to make North¬ 
way an arterial 4-lane highway, 
commercial zoning at the end of 
Crescent Road near the lake and 
the excessive number of high dens¬ 
ity dwelling units proposed for 
Greenbelt, particularly high-rise 
apartments. The group urged the 
council, as representatives of the 
citizenry, to oppose the specific 
parts of the plan which were men¬ 
tioned in the letter. 
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GHI Board Acts Swiftly 
To Oppose Zoning Changes

The directors of Greenbelt Homes Inc., moved swiftly last 
Thursday night to call on its membership to make a desperate last- 
ditch effort to block zoning petitions that could turn major Green¬ 
belt streets into four-lane arterial highways. 

The board voted to alert the the manager to make every effort 


membership to dangers inherent in 
two zoning petitions to be heard in 
Upper Marlboro Wednesday, May 
2a A report of the zoning commit¬ 
tee, headed by Leo Gerton was 
adopted by the board, together with 
recommendations to alert the mem¬ 
bership to join with city officials 
and others in opposing the petitions 
calling for high density housing in 
the area. 

The report warned that zoning re¬ 
quests by Messrs. Smith and Ewing 
to have their tracts zoned for eith¬ 
er high rise or high density devel¬ 
opments, in effect, constitute ap¬ 
proval of the Maryland National 
Park and Planning Commission’s 
Area 13 master plan. 

Examination of the plan reveals 
that access roads leading to the ar¬ 
eas up for zoning call for convert¬ 
ing some Greenbelt streets into four 
lane highways ranging from 80 to 
100 feet wide. 

For example: Ridge road, from 
the Capital Beltway to Southway 
will become a four lane ribbon of 
concrete 80 to 100 feet wide; North¬ 
way and Southway will be widened 
to accomodate four traffic lanes. 

Later, in a letter circulated to 
GHI members, Board President 
Charles Schwan warned that some 
Greenbelt home owners “will be 
drastically affected,’^ if the zoning 
petitions are approved. Schwan em¬ 
phasized that if the plan is imple¬ 
mented, some home owners stand 
to lose, at the least, parking areas 
and lawn. Some dwellings, if they 
stand in the path of the proposed 
new highway system could be con¬ 
demned, the board president stated. 

Taxes 

More bad news plagued the 
Thursday night session as GHI 
manager Breashears indicated 
county assessors have placed an un¬ 
usually high evaluation on GHI 
properties. 

In presenting the report, Brea¬ 
shears did so with reservations. He 
said he felt he could negotiate a 
“better settlement” with the tax of¬ 
fice. Describing the proposed as¬ 
sessment as “excessively high,” the 
manager reported he has since been 
able to bring about a substantial 
reduction of the amount through 
negotiation. 

The board decided to take no ac¬ 
tion for the time being and ordered 


to obtain further cuts. At the same 
time, it authorized the manager to 
hire the services of a qualified tax 
attorney if he felt one necessary to 
deal with the existing problem, or 
to file an appeal in case such an 
action becomes necessary. 

Censure Motion 

Another highlight of last Thurs¬ 
day’s meeting came when director 
John O’Reilly lashed out at a fellow 
board member for what he termed 
a “breach of trust.” Object of O’¬ 
Reilly’s indictment was William 
Helm. 

Helm, his colleague charged, was 
guilty of hinting at behind-closed- 
doprs discussion of a conflict of in¬ 
terest problem involving one of the 
board members. Helm, who was 
not present during the discussion, 
had written a letter to the News 
Review, May 7, in which he alluded 
to the secret conflict of interest de¬ 
bate. 

O’Reilly read excerpts from the 
letter into the record, then demand¬ 
ed the board censure Helm for his 
conduct. “I believe such a state¬ 
ment made in public is a breach of 
trust,” O’Reilly asserted flatly. 

Other board members present 
were cool toward the resolution, 
however. Most of them attributed 
their reluctance to act on the cen¬ 
sure motion to Helm’s absence; The 
motion was tabled. 

In other action, the board: 

—Endorsed the manager’s report 
on the current status of the crash 
program to restore hot water lines 
in 88 frame units. Breashears as¬ 
serted that “ the program is being 
pursued as vigorously as we can 
with the present appropriation.” 

—Enthusiastically received word 
from County Chairman Frank Last- 
ner that he is bending every effort 
to have the first issue of stamps 
commemorating the late great rock¬ 
et scientist Dr. Robert H. Goddard 
placed on sale in Greenbelt. 

—Noted the complaint of a home- 
owner who demanded something be 
done about hedges overhanging 
walkways leading to his house. The 
board assured the complainant they 
would take care of getting the hed¬ 
ges trimmed, and ordered a study 
made to enable them to arrive at a 
set policy on hedge-trimming 
standards throughout the develop¬ 
ment.

City Council Holds 
First Budget Session

In its first session to discuss the 
1964-65 budget, city council met 
Friday, May 15th with the Police 
Department budget on the agenda. 

The total proposed Police De¬ 
partment budget for next year is 
$85,000, as compared to the esti¬ 
mated expenditure of $58,450 for 

63- 64. The increase is largely in 
the salary item, as it provides for 
four additional uniformed men, ma¬ 
king a total of eleven men. The 
starting salary of new police offi¬ 
cers will be $4,534. These new sal¬ 
aries plus increments for the pre¬ 
sent staff will increase the total 
budget to $20,500 over the 63-64 
estimated expenditures. 

Other operating expenses are 
estimated to cost $10,900 as com¬ 
pared to $6,150 for 63-64. The 
largest single item increase is for 
the uniforms for the new men and 
other equipment. The telephone 
expense for the Police Department 
is estimated to be $1,140 more than 
last year’s allotment. According to 
City Manager Giese this amount is 
a more equitable one than had pre¬ 
viously been charged to the Police 
Dept budgets. 

The capital outlay items are in¬ 
creased in total by $1,300 in the 

64- 65 request, to provide for re¬ 
placing both police cars. A third 
emergency car is requested under* 
another section of the budget, but 
it will be equipped with radio and 
siren out of the Police budget funds. 

The next budget session will be 
on public works, Saturday morning 
at 9:30 a.m. On Monday, May 25 
a public hearing will be held at 8
